The  role  of  the  American 
Industry  Project  in  determ¬ 
ining  the  course  of  Industrial 
Arts  Education  both  on  the 
secondary  and  the  college . 
levels  was  described  by  Dr. 
Wesley  I.  Face  in  a  lecture 
given  here  last  week. 

Dr.  Face,  co-director  of  the 
American  Industry  Project  and 
a  member  of  the  Stout  State 
University  faculty  in  Meno-  . 
monie,  Wis.,  spoke,  in  the 
Charles  Johnson  Theater  as  a 
part  of  the  Department  of  In¬ 
dustrial  Ai-ts  and  Technology’s 
Distinguished  Lecture  Series. 

Dr.  Face  stated  that  the  pro¬ 
gram  is  attempting  to  change 
the  system  from  teaching  a 
few  obsolete  techniques  and 
processes  to  a  modern  supple¬ 
ment  to  actual  industrial 
methods.  To  do  this,  subjects 
such  as  marketing,  manage¬ 
ment,  and  economics  are  being 
included  as  a  part  of  the  pro¬ 
ject.  '
